The State Tax commission today 


issued some figures on the ques- 
tion of taxes for the year ending 
Juno 30. 1921, that ought to be 
studied by every tax payer in the 
state of Wisconsin. 


In the state of Wisconsin for the 


year ending June 30, 1921,taxes of 
every description levied in Wiscon- 
sin amounted to $112,291,052. 
Of 


this amount, $12,480,241 or 11.1 per 
cent was spent for 
purely state 


purposes. 
The taxpayers of the 


state ought to have their attention 
called to the fact that ou*. of the 
5112,000,000 raised m this state for 
taxes, $41,555,631, or 37 per cent, 
were raised -for purely, local pur- 
poses, and 
$34,789,921, or 
31 per 


cent for local 
school taxes. 
In 


other -words, 58 per cent of all the 
taxes raised in Wisconsin for the 
year ending June 30, 1921, were for 
purely local 
purposes. 
To those 


who contend that the sole reason 
for high taxes lies in the cost of 
state 
government, 
it 
might 
be 


asked how men who have control 
of only 11 per cent of the tax bur- 
den can 
lower 
taxes 
if common 


councils in the city -and the town 
hoards which control 68 per cent of 
:he taxes continue to raise them. 
The following statement was given 
out today by the Tax commission: 


"As explained in former reports 


und bulletins all 
general property 


taxes levied in the state for several 
years past may be roughly appor- 
tioned between 
the 
state and its 


municipal subdivisions in the ratio 
of 10 per cent for state purposes, 
20 per cent for county purposes, 
and 70 per cent for town, city, vil- 
lage and school purposes.

Bearing in mind that the entire 


cost of state government, including 
the university, Stout Institute, the 
nine normal schools and all penal 
and 
reformatory 
institutions 
is 


charged to the state, it is not sur- 
prising that the entire amount re- 
quired for these purposes exceeds 
the total figure shown above. Since 
the additional amount needed does 
not come from the general prop- 
ertv and income taxes, which are 
the only ones the ordinary citizen 
pays, it is evident that ho must 
look elsewhere for an explanation 
of high taxes. Moreover, the state 
regularly returns a large percent- 
age of the general property and in- 
come taxes received by it to .the lo- 
cal districts in the form of school 
highway and other 
kinds of aid. 


For example, during the year in 
question, the state returned $5,523,- j 
920 as aid to the various local dis- 
tricts of the state out of the

this amount to the local districts 
for state highway and other forms 
of local aid. If this amount be. cred-. 
ited to the state, which merely col- 
lected it, and charged to the local 
districts which actually used it, we 
have a net balance of $12,480,241 
as the amount actually expended 
by the state. 
As nearly as the 


same can be expressed in terras of 
taxes, - this ' amount represents the 
cost of state 
government to the 


people of the state for the year in 
question. 
It differs widely from 


the thirty or thirty-six million upl- 
lars cost of state, government with 
which tb« newspapers regale ns 
during legislative sessions, by foot- 
ing up appropiatipns without elim- 
inating 
duplications 
or 
agency 


transactions. 
The state receives 


some additional revenue from trust 
funds and 
departmental earnings 


hut the amount is not large and no 
part of it is derived from taxes. 


"It will be observed that the ne 


amount retained and used by the 
state represents 11.1 per cent o* 
the total as against 20.9 per cen' 
for counties, 37 per cent for towns 
cities and villages, and 31 per cen 
for schools. 
While these figure 


vary slightly from year to yea 
they fairly represent the cost o 
government to the taxpayers of the 
state and the distribution thereo 
among the different classes of mu 
nicipalities mentioned.

Olbrich In Plea For Broad 
National Spirit In Address 
To Normal School Graduates 


A plea for the 
fostering of 


community patriotism as the key- 
stone in the building of the nation, 
was made by M. B. Olbrich, Madi- 
son attorney, in an address at the 
commencement 
exercises of 
the 


Platteville Normal school 
today. 


Mr. Olbrieh said in part: 


"In the frst place we wish to be 


broadly American 
and 
national, 


as opposed to being local or sec- 
tional. We do not wish, in politics, 
in literature, or in art, to develop 
that unwholesome parochial spirit, 
that' over-exaltation of the little 
community at the expense of the 
great nation, which produces what 
has been described as the patriot- 
ism of the village, the patriotism 
of the belfry." These words were 
nscd by Theodore 
Boosevelt 
in 


1894 in an essay on True Ameri- 
canism' to express the antithesis 
of what is -anmioleaome and -un- 
desirable. ' Seventeen years later 
speaking on the historic battle field 
for human rights at, Osawotomie 
where old John Brown and 
his 
lealot followers had written' the 
culminating chapter in the history 
of bleeding Kansas, he condensed 
the substance of this thought into 
the phz««« the new nationalism.' 


"The American people are.pecuT! 


[iariy prone to the slavery, of a 
symbol, a slogan, a catch-wort, 
especially when it falls from the- 
lips of a popular idol.

AMONG THE 
POOR," SAYS 


EVANGELINE BOOTH 


EVANGELINE BOOTH, commander of the 


Salvation Arm;? in the United States, in a 
statement issued recently declares that since 
the 'enactment of the Volstead act drunkenness 


among the poor has almost 
entirely 
disappeared. 
The 


announcement, she says, was 
based on facts reported by 
secretaries of the Salvation 
Army in all parts- of the 
country to whom she sent 
questionnaires 
regarding 


their observations in Salva- 
tion 
Army 
headquarters, 


shelters and hotels, 


"Our social secretaries re- 


plied that cases of'drunken- 
ness are now the exception 
among men who frequent 


our hostelries, shelters and industrial homes," 
the announcement said. 


"Mo,r« than two million beds were supplied 


by the Salvation Army last year, and it.: is on 
these two million cases that our secretaries 
base their answers. In one hbajelry it was re- 
ported[that 1?0 men who have never been 
known to keep's dollar more than <rwenty-four 
hours'now have banking accounts of consider- 
able size. In another hotel twenty-fiw men of 
the sqrt who before prohibition could not keep 
a dime now have deposits ranging from $100 
to |500. These are unusually bright instances, 
but everywhere the workers of the Salvation, 
Army have found a marked increase in thrift 
and prosperity and a decrease in drunkenness." 


In'refutation of the charge that drunkenness 


has .increased 
since prohibition, Commander 


Booth cites the fact that the Salvation Army's 
annual "Boozers' Day," when drunken men and 
women were collected from the strets, fed, 
clothed and' prayed with, has been abandoned 
and the' day'given "over to entertaining. the 
newsboys and poor youngsters of the city. 


"Because prohibition has cleared our park 


benches of drunkards, we are able to entertain 
5,000 boys under fourteen years old in New 
York city on this day, these boys being bene- 
fited because of the greatest curses of humanity 
has been placed beyond the reach of men and 
women." 


"COURAGE IS NEEDED TO AID RETURN

"American business needs only courage on

Senate hi ratifying tho treaties made by the 
conference in Washington will have a decided 
influence on conditions and will go a long way 
toward accelerating and establishing satisfac- 
tory bases. 


The policy of the United States Steel Cor- 


poration on prices will be an upward revision, 
-following a pac.e set by the independent-steel 
manufacturing .companies,'ho said. The stiffen- 
ing of prices wiji continue, however, only to the 
point which, will b? fair and reasonable to pur- 
chase and no further, he added and continued: 


"It is still a fact that the prices of many re- 


tailers and middlemen are too high and must 
be reduced before they will obtain the patron- 
age to which they are entitled and that the 
wages demanded by some of the .trades are out 
of line and a great hindrance to enterprise "and 
necessary construction. 


•"This is hindering building operations in a 


large measure. However, in spite of abnormal 
and .unreasonable aspects concerting business 
matters, there-is at present apparently a mark- 
ed improvement."
